In all. thirty- two horses raced under the colors of the western turfman Edward R. Bradley last 
year. Eight of them did not win a cent. Others amply made up for this deficiency. Through the Ken- 
tucky spring and early summer campaign the stable was highly successful. its run of good luck culminat- 
ing in Batter Take’s triumph in the rich Cincinnati Trophy. Every prospect seemed so rosy then that a 
great year for the owner of Idle Hour Farm was predicted. But all at once a spell of evil fortune sud- 
denly intervened and for the remainder of the racing year the had luck of the stable was as pronounced 
as its previous measure of success had been. The stars of the stable were taken to Saratoga in high 
hopes, but all seemed to lose form and not a single race was won there by the Bradley horses. A few 
races were picked up in the Kentucky fall meetings, but nothing like the number won in the spring 
racing, the net result being that the stable winnings were only $4,141 more than they were in 1817.

HAVANA. Cuba. February 18.— Senor A. II. Dia* 
furnished the wiuuer of today's feature at Oriental 
1’ark. when the ginal four-year-old Zululand de- 
feated a small but select hand of sprinters in the 
Trinidad Handicap. Zululand was ridden by jockey 
Nolan, came from behind in the stretch run and 
beat Cleek in g<s*d fashion by a length. Cleek set 
a fast pace from the start and in the early stages 
drew away into a commanding lead. He was well 
in hand the fir^t five-eighths, but in the home- 
stretch. when Zululand moved up with a determined 
challenge, Cleek weakened and the Diaz colt drew 
away.

RETIRED TURF STARS MAY BE TRAINED 



Reports That A. K. Macomber Will Campaign Star 
Hawk, Liberty Loan and War Star. 



LOCISVILLE. Ky.. February 18.— A. K. Macom- 
ber. the California turfman and breeder, is reported 
to have announced his intention of placing in train- 
ing for the 1818 racing season three horses that 
have been in the stud for the past three years. 
The horses reported to lie brought back to active 
turf careers are Star Hawk. Liberty Ixiau and War 
Star. 

The three horses were retired on account of bowed 
tendons. If these defects have bem entirely cured 
it is jiossible that they can be brought back to the 
rai*<*s for useful campaigns. 

Star Hawk is six years old. while Liberty Loan 
and YY’ar Star are each five. In 1816 Star Hawk 
finished second to George Smith in tin* Kentucky 
Derby. Liberty Loan and War Star both raced well 
into ’ their third year before their mishaps over- 
took them. 

In the three years that Mr. Macomber has raced 
a large stable he has had enough laid luck to have 
any other man quit the game as a poor investment 
ls»th from the financial point of view and that ol 
the sportsman. He showed .himself to lie a true 
snort s*it);,n by staying with the sport and smiling 
when tlie breaks of the game went against him. 

Purchasing North Star III. in England at a price 
said to be $50,000 at the end of U» s two- year- old 
season. Mr. Macomber htouglif him to America with 
a number of other horses he had bought, and with 
tic* utmost car.* and attention started his training 
for the Kentucky Derby. YVith Derby day but a 
few weeks off. trainer Jennings sent the crack colt 
a mile and a quarter in 2:05%. which work- oul 
caused him to 1 m* a strong favorite for the race. 

A few days laler the colt bowed a tendon while 

cooling out after a slow mile. 

North Star III. never raced for his owner and 
subsequently was sold to E. It. Bradley for $20,000. 

YVith this $ 50,000 piece of bad luck to start the 
stable off on its racing career. Mr. Macomber’** 

horses did not win a race until the start of tin 
Saratoga meeting. Trainer Jenuiugs had sent ex- 
actly thirteen horses to the post that had finished 
second, and here it was that the number which is 
universally known to 1 m* unlucky proved to be the 
direct opposite of its character, as Star Master, 

carrying the Macomber colors, flashed by the 
judges’ stand a winner. 



HACHMEISTER TO RUN SPRING MEETING 



CINCINNATI. O.. February 18. — It will be of con- 
siderable interest to racing fans to learn that John 
Hacbmeister. who for years has managed the La- 
tonia and Douglas Park tracks, will remain in charge 
of Laionia during the spring meeting. He does this 
at the earnest entreaty of the new syndicate, it 
is reported. 

He also will have charge of the first running of 
the $50,000 Latoniu Championship Stakes for three- 
year-olds, at a mile and three-quarters, which will 
be run next fall at the Covington track. Mr. 
Iluehmeister is in receipt of numerous entries and 
qualifications for this event, and will give out the 
list in a few days. 

The retention of Mr. Hachmeister as manager at 
Latonia for The spring meeting probably means that 
there will he little change in policy there, and that 
the usual list of stakes will be run; however, with 
an increase in values. Churchill Downs has taken 
over the principal stakes run at Douglas Park.

INDORSE RACING COMMISSION BILL 



Prominent Business Men of Seattle, Farmers and 
Others Favor Racing in Far Western State. 



SEATTLE. Wash.. February 18. — Interest in the 
Washington • State Racing Commission act. now in 
llie House of Representatives at Olympia, con- 
tinues to grow and many farmers and breeders of 
tlie state are taking an active interest and giving 
their support to tin* measure. Besides tlie State of 
Washington asking for the comeback of horse racing 
and breeding under the Kentucky form of racing, 
which regulates and controls all race tracks ami 
promotes and encourages the breeding of thorough- 
bred aud standard -bred horses. Tennessee, West 
Y’irginia. Oregon and Montana are seeking to 
re-establish racing under new laws. The ex- 
pressions of some of tin* prominent business men of 
Seattle and breeders anil farmers of western Wash- 
ington follow : 

“The proposed Washington State Racing Commis- 
sion act would, in my estimation, greatly benefit 
both tlie state aud tin* city of Seattle. The Wash- 
ington lH*rt>y would attract widespread attention; 
the breeding of thoroughbred horses would in due 
time l*e a source of revenue and advertising to the 
state. A short summer racing season would bring 
i great number of visitors to our city and every 
line of industry would 1 m* benefited. io say nothing 
»f the pleasure and recreation to he derived from 
in afternoon of clean, high-class horse racing.’’ — 
Harry Whitney Treat.

Track conditions favored those with facility for 
running in the soft going, but portions of the track 
showed firmness, and Q»e oiitejr pari pa rt j< nta rl.v 
was better thaif tlie inner strip. 

The mile and seventy yards purse enabled Xep- 
perfian to finally win his first purse this winter, 
when he outstayed Am alette. Nepperhan failed to 
show anything of the injnry that prompted Moles- 
worth to pull him up in his last race, and lie came 
back to the stand after today’s race in sound style. 

H. P. Whitney’s Atta Boy won another purse, 
tills time in easy style, when he galloped home 
before Bmmeville and Hidden Ship. The latter 
was a supposed good thing, hut her inner rail posi- 
tion forced her to traverse the worst i>art of the 
track and g«ve her no opportunity to run to her 
best form. 

An intended coup went wrong in the second ra<*e. 
with Tan II. serving as the medium, but the best 
he could do was to land in third place. Betsy beat- 
ing Omond by a nose for tin* purse. Tan II. 
might have won hud he been ridden by a more 
experienced rider than YY\ Robinson. 

Tlie fourteen that started in the third race made 
it an interesting affair, and the finish found Rhy- 
mer just lasting long enough to heat Bluebaunock 
for the purse. 

Queen Blonde suddenly found her speed in the 
sixth race, and cantered away with the purse. Alma 
I»uise taking second place and Barbara Shilling 
third. 

The final nic*» also deveio|»ed a form somersault 
when Prunes won easily from Dolina, with Amelita 
in third place. Any chances that Cadillac and 
Xem|M*r Stalwart might have had went glimmering 
by the incompetent riding they were given in 
the race. 

M. J. Rooney has disposed of his interest in the 
horses Benefactor, Azalea. W. W. Hastings and 
Y'ision to L. Sierra. Rooney’s decision to quit tlie 
ranks of owners is due to pressing business that 
requires his undivid«*d attention.

J. B. Campbell, who served as racing secretary 
at the last Jefferson Park meeting, announced today 
that he would not serve in any official capacity 
there duriug the ten days’ met* ting that follows on 
the heels of the Fair Grounds racing. He expects 
to go to Hot Springs from here and arrange de- 
tail* for the Oaklawn racing, where he will be the 
racing seeretary and associate judge. 

E. (’. Smith, who has been serving as associate 
judge, will occupy a similar position at Jefferson 
Park during the racing there. Smith served as one 
of the stewards at Jefferson Park duriug the initial 
meeting held there. 

Bondage’s double stake victories in his last starts 
an* responsible for an allotment of 122 pounds in the 
Washington Birthday Handicap, to be run on Satur- 
day. Courtship is assigned 116 and Slippery Elm 
113 iMMinds in tlie same rare. 

F. Hen reiier. who intends to eampaign extensively 
on Pacific- northwest tracks next summer, and who 
is in quest of gianl racing material, secured on 
private terms today the horse Pepper from C. R.
